Btrtker* at Homestead, like striker* 
evet/where, bare the undoubted right to 
argue, to entreat, to oec any form of 
moral evasion they may se.eet In order 
to prevent other men from taking place* 
they do not chouae to Oil themaelvea. 
But the moment that a body of working¬ 
men forcibly hinder other men from go¬ 
ing to work they seeall the llbertie* of 
Individuals and commit a crime against 
civilized society. The right to work and 
the right to refuse to work a rm similar 
and Inalienable If the htate of Pennsyl¬ 
vania should undertake by armed force 
to oblige the strikers to return to labor 
in the Carnegie mills evrry workingman 
in the Souulry would Justly denounce the 
outrage. Yet the wrung would not be 
one whit greater than if the organised 
strikers should drive other m«-n desirou* 
to labor out of H on--stead at the muzzles 
of their Winchesters. The principle is 
precisely the same la both Instances. 

The Colored Population. 

(From The N Y. Tribune, July 15th.) 

Washington, July 14.—The Census 
Office to-day issued a bulletin on the sub¬ 
ject of the oolored population of the 
UnPed State* In DJ9U. The bulletin 
shows that the total eolored population, 
as returned under the census of lhUU, L 
7,638,360. Of this number. 7,470,040 are 
persons of African descent, 107,475 are 
Chinese. 2.03S are Japanese, and 68,806 
are civilized Indiana. 

Considering persona of African descent 
it Is seen that there has been an Increase 
during the decade from 1*80 to 189J of 
•889,247, or 13.51 per cent, as against an 
Increase during the decade ending In 1870 
to 1880 of 1.700,784, or 31.85 per cent. 
The bulletin eays: “The abnormal In¬ 
crease of the colored population of the 
Bouth during the decade ending in 1880 
led to the popular belief that the negroes 
were Increasing at a greater rate than 
the white population. The present cen¬ 
sus has shown, however, that the high 
rate of increase lu the colored population 
as shown by the census of 1880, was ap¬ 
parent oidy, and was due to the Imper¬ 
fect enumeration of 1870 In the Southern 
States.

The postoffice department is; nothing 
if not gallant to the women/. It has 
been so kind as to get out a cute little j 
postal card 3'» inches wide anil 4 inches 
long, especially but not exclusively for 
feminine use. When they were first put 
on sale it was thought there would l>e a 
great rush for them and billet doux 3 l 2 
inches wide by four inches long wonjld 
crowd the mail sacks. Dut the /women 
did not rush and the little card^ are not 
in the push. They are attractively 
printed in blue ink with a picture pf 
General Grant in the corner and a little 
blue shield at the top near the center. 
But neither the photograph of General 
Grant nor the more fanciful decorations 
of the cards have been successful in 
creating a yearning in the feminine heart 
for them. 

The superintendent of the stamp de¬ 
partment in the Kansas City postoffice 
said the other day: “They sell very poor¬ 
ly in comparison with the larger sizes. 
Occasionally a lady asks for a nickel’s 
worth, just to try them, but there is 
nothing like a demand for them. Very 
few ladies use postal cards at all. Those 
who do are mostly business women, and 
the business woman wants to be just as 
big and bold as a man and will have no 
insipid, effeminate trifling in the way of 
miniature postal cards. The large size, 

4 by 6 inches, is the most popular selling 
card. The small card was intended as a 
convenience for the ladies, but they don't 
seem to appreciate it.”—Kansas City 
Star.

Wage* of Women and Men. 

The Association of Collegiate Alumnae 
has begun to search for the causes of the 
disparity in wages of men and women 
doing the same work. To women at 
least the discussion of this subject is al¬ 
ways interesting, and the results of the 
investigation will be awaited with impa¬ 
tience. The political economists have 
taught us that the chief causes of this 
disparity are custom, which sanctions 
the lower wages paid to women, and the 
fact that the number of occupations 
open to women are few in comparison 
with the number of women seeking to 
earn money. 

Mr. Wadlin; the head of the Massa¬ 
chusetts bureau of statistics, who has 
studied the matter carefully, does not 
think tha t women who do just the same 
work as men are paid less. He finds at 
least that in the case of women in the 
professions or in the highest walks of in¬ 
dustry their wages approach more near¬ 
ly to those of men. He finds that the 
majority of women wage earners belong 
to the unhappy class of unskilled labor, 
and that in their pursuits they compete 
with other women as well as with men. 
In general, to remove the disparity of 
wages this statistician advises organiza¬ 
tion on the part of women workers;
